com m ander-in-chief of the U. S. 
occupation forces in G erm any, and

"It would hu rt my feelings if a 
senior sub ordinate under me dis­ 
agreed with me and I couldn’t make 
him chan ^l his m ind,’* the admiral 
replied. 
Some W ar Prepa ra tio ns 
Admiral Richardson earlier testi­ 
fied the Navy assumed on Oct. 10, 
19 40, that United States was ready 
to go to war if the Japanese re­ 
taliated against a proposed plan 
to stop Japanese shipping.

Everyth ing else is at th e consu mer* 
expense, so wh y not a fresh egg? 


Uncle Sam Ev er Watchful 


President Tru m an, pu rsu ing h is policy of w ann­ 
ing over th e New Deal, h as picked ou t th e h ealth 
section of th e original W agner-M u rray-D ingell bill 
introdu ced in 1943 and su bm itted it for congressional 
consideration. 
Th is is u ndou btedly th e most attractive single de­ 
tail of th e towering stru ctu re of political paternalism 
th e New Dealers h ave started to bu ild for th e nation. 
In th e Tru m an, or warmed-over, version, it calls for 
compu lsory h ealth Insu rance to prepay medical costs 
It also calls for disability Insu rance. Th ese ch arges 
against earnings wou ld be su btracted from wages, in 
th e same way th at social secu rity payments are su b­ 
tracted now. It may be assu med th ey wou ld be paid 
into th e general fu nd, wh ere old age payments go; 
Mr. Tru m an does not say so, bu t social secu rity pay­ 
ments u nder th e New Deal are closely related to 
government revenu e and deficit financing. 
Th ree oth er steps are proposed in th e Tru m an 
plan. 
Th e federal government wou ld fu rnish more 
fu nds for h ospitals and h ealth facilities, th ereby in­ 
creasing th e depth and width of Its pork barrel. More 
federal fu nds wou ld be made available for expansion 
Ol pu blic h ealth , m aternal and ch ild h ealth services. 
Finally, more federal fu nds wou ld be made available 
for medical edu cation and research . Uncle Sam, ever 
w atch fu l for h is citizens, wou ld pay mofc attention 
to th em th an ever, and th ere wou ld be, of cou rse, a 
sligh t ch arge of u mpsteen billion dollars to cover 
expenses. 
Th e Tru m an proposal will be greeted enth u si­ 
astically by collectivists, critically by Individu alists. 
It will precipitate frenzied argu m ents in both di­ 
rections and th e issu e between th e New Deal's sponsors 
and its opponents will be Joined ngntn. U nfortu nately, 
in th e h u llabaloo, many will miss th e real point: th at 
th e collectivists in th e Tru m an adm inistration feel 
th e time h as come to pu t politicians and th eir np- 
pointees in complete ch arge of pu blic h ealth in th e 
United States. 
Th e original Ide a -th e W agner-M u rray-D ingell bill 
— was to pu t politicians and th eir appointees in ch arge 
of everyth ing for everybody, bu t it took in too mu ch 
territory. 
Congress was singu larly u ninterested, in 
spite of th e fact Congress Itself is composed entirely 
of politicians. 
Mr. T ru m an’s doci&ion to single ou t 
medical care for attention at th is time looks like an 
attem pt to get th e W agner-M u rray-D ingell bill passed 
piecemeal. Congress probably will be too bu sy with 
som eth ing else to take th e bait. Congressmen with 
th eir ear to th e grou nd know one th ing abou t pu blic 
opinion on social insu rance th at no New Dealer can 
adm it—th at th e people wh o want it don’t want poli­ 
ticians in ch arge of it.

T h at th is Is th e kind of a cou ntry th at can com­ 
preh end th e significance of its Pilgnm fath ers and

Ingram originally was convicted 
of shooting Betty Mercer of East 
Liverpool with intent to kill 
He 
had b een comnhtted to the Lima 
State Hospital for the Criminally 
Insane, sub sequently was released, 
b ut was arrested recently for vio­ 
lation, of his parole. 
Ingram, who was indicted on a 
charge of shooting with intent to 
kill in connection with the wound­ 
ing oi Betty Mercer on Aug 10. 1944 
was committed to the Massillon 
hospital for ob servation following a 
plea of "not guilty b y reason of in­ 
sanity" and was later committed to 
the Lima State hospital until he 
was restored to reason. 
Last July he was released from 
the hospital and again b rought into 
court to answer to the charge With­ 
drawing the former plea, Ingram 
then pleaded guilty and was placed 
on prob ation for a period of five 
years under certain conditions.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21— Hal Newhouser, 24-year-old pitchin g ace 
of the World Champion Detroit Tigers, tod ay ad d ed a secon d straight 
American league most valuable player award to his harvest of laurels 
The slim Detroit n ative who southpawed Steve O'Neill’s Ben gal« 
to a pair of series triumphs, in clud in g the seven th d ecisive tilt with 
the Chicago Cubs, had a run away in the votin g of the Baseball Writ­ 
ers’ association . 
The writers last week voted Phil Cavarretta, first baseman of the 
pen n an t-win n in g Chicago Cubs, as the most valuable player in the 
Nation al league. 
Last year Newhouser just squeezed past Teammate Dizzy Trout 
by on e poin t but this time the talen ted lefthan d er polled a 72-poin t 
margin over his n earest rival. Secon d Baseman Ed d ie Mayo, an other 
importan t cog in the Tiger machin e. 
Detroit fan s will agree with the verd ict of the writers for it was

in g the way with 33 stolen bases. 


Dave FerrLss, Boston ’s freshman phen om who stepped out of 
the Army Air Corps to win 21 games in his first shot at the big 
time, was a stron g fourth with 148 poin ts, followed by George Myatt, 
a key man in Washin gton 's pen n an t d rive that just d id fall short.

Roger Wolff, kn uckle ballin g ace of Washin gton ’s stron g pitchin g 
staff, took ‘•even th place with 78 poin ts to 70 for Man ager Lou 
Boud reau of Clevelan d , who missed the Last mon th or so of the 
campaign d ue to in juries.
